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One Killed and Six Kuocked Down by 
au Meat House Explosion. 


KANSAS City, Mo., ‘Aug. 7.--An explosion 
from an unknown cause in the packing 
plant of. Swift & Co, here last night resulted 
in ihe death of one man, the injury 
six others, four probably fatally, and in 
the fire which follewed $125,000 in property 
was destroyed. The killed: 

HOBLOWITZ, THOMAS. buried under a pile of 
meat and burned, 

The injured: 

BARKLEY, A. T., helper in smokehouse; badly 
burned about the face and hands; condition 
serious. 

BIDDLEMAN, HARVEY, fireraan; meraber of 
Hose Company No, 1; injured interrally. 
watchman; face and body 

burned, 

FORSINGER, A. D., face and bands burned. 

HOSS, JOHN, face and hands burned. 

REYNOLDS, STEPHEN, face burned. 

Hoblowitz, who had the beat in the house, 
discovered fire in Smokehouse No. 14 at 
midnight, which was partially extinguishea 
by the department of the plant. A few min- 
utes later an unaccountable explosion in the 
Same house occurred, and the bulliding was 
immediately enveloped in flames. At the 
time of the explosion Porsinger, Reynolds, 
Creasey, and Hoblowitz were working near 
each other, with two lines of hose. 

Sides of bacon and hams, according to 
Forsinger’s glory, seemed to come from 
below, above, and both sides, and the men 
were surrounded with flames. All of them 
escaped being buried under. the mass of 
falling meat*with the exception of Hobio- 
witz. He was knocked down by the force 
of the explosion, and as he attempted to

“HEAD BLOWN OFF.

Supposed that He Was Cleaning a 
Rifle When the Weapon Wus Ac- 
eidentally Discharged—Idea of 
Suicide Ridiculed by the Members 
ef the Family—He Was a Popu- 
lane Member of the Twenty-third 
Regiment and Several Clubs. 


Franklin Seaman, the youngest son of 
Samuel H. Seaman, wes found in his room 
at his home, 156 Columbia Heights, Brook- 
lyn, last night, with the, top of his head 
blown off. At his side was a repeating 


rifle of 44 calibre. On the desk near where 
he was lying was another cartridge. 

The young man was a popular member of 
the Crescent Athletic Club, the Brooklyn 
Riding and Driving Club, aud the Twenty- 
third Regiment. He appeared to be in the 
best of spirits yesterday and on Thursday 
night was at tae Crescent Athletic Club’s 
city house on Clinton Street, and when he 
left the clubbouse had made arrangements 
to go on a shooting trip next month. He 
had nothing to trouble him, as he had plenty 
of money and had nothing to do but enjoy 
life. He had not been engaged in active 
business pursuits for over un year, when he 
gave up business. At that time he was ¢n- 
gazed in the.shipping business in this city, 

Seaman arose, as wugual, early in the 
morning yesterday, and after breakfast left 
the house, but returned to luncheon at 
noon. He then left the house and did not 
return again o'clock last evening. 
The servant, MeMulken, heard him 
go into the house and up stairs to 
room, which was in the rear on the 
floor of the four-story and basement bri 
house. What then happened is n@ known. 
Shortly after Franklin entered the house 
his older brother, Joseph H. Seaman, re- 
turned home and went into the back par- 
lor to wait for the dinner bell, 

The bell rang in a few minutes, and Jo- 
seph took his accnstomed seat at the table, 
but Franklin did not appear. Joseph waited 
for some time, and then sent the gtrl to 
Franklin's room, believing that his brother 
had fallen asleep. The girl went up stairs, 
and in a few minutes came running down 
and entered the dining room with her fac 
asben white. 

*“ What is the 
seph, jumping fron : : 
* Master Franklin is dead,” said the girl. 
Joseph ran upstairs to his brother’s room 
and found the girl had told only part of the 
story. On the floor, with his head toward 
the door, was the young man, the upper 
part of his head having been biown off. 
On the floor, at his side, was, the rifle, 
which he took a great pride in, and which 
his brother said he must have been clean 

ing. The ceiling was eovered with

As soon as Joseph recovered from the 
shock he sent word to Dr. Dickinson of 145 
Clinten and ‘the doctor responded 
promptly, but said that he could do noth- 
ing in’ the matter, and advised the brother 
to notify the police. Capt. O'Reilly of the 
Adams Street. Station and Detective Mc- 
Cormack went to the house, ascergained 
the facts, and then notified Coroner Coomnhs. 

The young man was of light complexion 
weighed about 145-pomnds, arid. wore a light 
mustache. He was a fne-looking man, 
Franklin's, hat-was lying on a chair in a 
eareléss manner, as if it had been tossed 
aside in a hurry. Some persons sugwested 
that it was a case of suicide, and Capt 
©’ Reilly said. that, such was not the case 
but that the shooting had been purely acci- 
dental.’ He said the only thing about thea 
he could not understand was how the 
-ould have struck the young man as 
directly hetween the eyes and ov 
the nose. It took an upward course, and 
the upper part of the head was torn off.

His father and mother ard sister Sarah 
at the present time traveling in this 
ountry, but their whereabouts couid not 
be ascertained last night. The father of 
the young man is a member of the Hamil- 
ton Club, and-his oldest sons, William and 
Joseph, are also members of the Crescent 
Athietic Club. When it became known at 
the city hovse of the latter club last night 
that Franklin Scamen had met such a vio- 
lent death considerable feeling was ex- 
esse’, and aympathy was expressed for 
the family. ‘‘He was one of the jolliest 
men at the club on Thursday night,” said 
vne of the members, ‘‘and he was making 
calculations on geing off on a snocting 
trip early next ;

STRIKERS INJUNCTION ARGUMENT. 





Seek to Have Militia Ordered from 


Brown Hoist Works, 

CLEVELAND, Aug. 7.—The hearing of the 
injunction proceedings instituted by Will- 
jam Stanley, one of the locked-out em- 
ployes of the Brown Hoisting and Convey- 
ing Company, to prevent Mayor McKisson 
from summoning additional military and 
police to guard the works and streets in 
remote parts of the city: to compel the 
Brown Company to keep the agreement 
made with the employes on July 27, and 
restrain the company from arming the non- 
union men, was begun to-day before Judge 
Noble. , 

Attorney Wing read an affidavit by Alex- 
ander Brown, Vice-President of the Brown 
Company. iIt° stated that riots, disturb- 
anees and disorders had existed, to the 
danger of the life and safety of employes 
and citizens. He said that the Mayor had 
summoned only such force as was nec- 
essary. He denied that the company had 
armed its employes or intended to do so. 

Attorney L. A. Russell, for the union 
men, asserted that it was the Federal 
courts that abated the trouble in the Chi- 
cago strike, and not the Federal troops. 
He had no objection to the use of military 

wer at the beginning of the labor trouble, 

ut thought its continuance, when the ne- 
sed was a. crime. 

He characterized the Mayor as a weak, 
inexperienced, tncompetent accident in pol- 
1ucs. The whole substance of Hussel!’s 
speech was that judicial interference was 
necessary ta preserve peace.

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OLD BRIDGE CARPENTER KILLED.|CALL FOR A TRUE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION.

Struck by a Locoractive and Haried 
Down n Well, 


Wiliam Brown, a carpenter and one of 
the oldest employes {n point of service of 
the New-York and Erooklyn Bridge, -was 
struck by a locomotive yesterday morning 
while working near the New-York tuwer, 
and, after being dragged twenty feet over 
the ties, was hurled down the well in the 
centre of the pier. In spite of his terrible 
injuries, he lived five hours after the ac- 
cident. 

Brown was fifty-five years old, and had 
been employed on the bridge ever since 
wouk upon it was begun. He belonged io 
the night force, which is at present en- 
gaged in laying a new track across the 
bridge. .With a number of other men, he 
was engaged near the New-York tower on 
the south track at 5:30 o’ciock A. M., when 
a Jocoraotive, drawing a train, dashed along. 
The other men.got out of the way in time, 
but Brown either did not see the approach~ 
ing engine or was unable to escape. He 
was struck by the engine, and was cragged 
along the ties to the tower, where he was 
dropped into the dark well that descends 
to the base of the pier. Brown screamed 
when struck and then became unconscious, 

The train was stopped, but as nothing 
could then be done for the injured man 
it proceeded to Brooklyn, where the ~bridge 
police were notified. They summoned an 
Se aee from the Hudson Street Hos- 
pital. 

Meanwhile, fellow-workmen of Brown de- 
s@ended into the weil by means of a spirai 
stairway, and carried him up to the road- 
where he was placed until the am- 
bulance arrived. His limbs were horribly 
mangled, and his skull was fractured. He 
was also injured internally. 

When Brown was taken to the hospitat 
Dr. Johnson and cther physicians tried to 
save his life, but he died shortly after 10 
o'clock, He lived at 220 East Seventi 
Street, and leaves a wife and one child.

NiaGaRa Favrs,,Aug.,7.---The Park Thea- 
tre was destroyed by fire at 1 O’clock this 
morning, causing a loss of $50,000, covered 
by insurance 

A boxing exhibition was given in the 
theatre iast night, and it is supposed the 
fire was due to carelessness on the part of 
some one in the dressing rooms. When ihe 
fire was discovered the flames had gained 
such headway that they burst through the 
roof and walls in s ral places, and soon 
spread to Geogan’s bazaar and restaurant 
and to the International Hotel, which ad- 
joins on the north. 

The patrons burried to 
for a time it looked as though itel 
would be destroyed. but the firemen sue- 
ceeded in preventing anything more serious 
than a scorching. At 1:30 o'clock the 
theatre walls fell In, and by 2 o'clock the 
fire was under control The loss on the 
bazaar and restaurant amounts to about 
$5,000 -- 

The Park Theatre was" burned about a 
year ago, and was rebuilt by a stock com- 
pany.

York to Havre is 3,250 miles, The adven- 
turous oarsmen are from Branchport, N. J.

THE DEMOCRATIC SOUND-MONEY 


MOVEMENT, 

The outcome of the Indianapolis confer- 
énce is to be a real Democratic Nation- 
al Convention in that city. This move- 
ment is by no means a local one, nor is 
ita “bolt,” J: had its origin at Chicago 
when the Populistic forces seized contro) 
of the regularly called National Conven- 
tion, subverted Democratic doctrines, 
and nominated a ticket which did not 
stand for the time-honored principles of 
the party, and it sprang up spontaneoug- 
ly among the Celegates who really rep- 
resented the party and had been sent to 
Chicago to stand for its principles. Those 
delegates constituted nearly one-third ef 
the convention, and it is questionable 
whether they did not represent a major- 
ity of the party voters the country over, 
for they came mostly from States where 
the party was scarcely divided on the 
money question, while the silver men had 
won most of their delegations by sharp 
contests. . 

These sound-money delegates’ to Chica- 
go gave no assent to the declarations or 
the nominations by which the conven- 
tion broke with the Democratic Party of 
the Nation, and they became the cham- 
pions of its traditions and principles and 
the guardians of its destiny. It was with 
them and other representatives of Democ- 
racy who viewed the desecration at Chi- 
cago that this Democratic sound-money 
“movement” started, which the Chicago 
committee and the Indianapolis confer- 
ence called by it have thus for directed in 
obedience to an ascertained anu growing 
sentiment throughout the country. The 
conference was a necessary preliminary 
to prepare the way for a convention in 
which the true Democracy of the Nation 
eould not only be represented, but could 
give expression to its cherished convic- 
tions, protest against the way in which 
the teachings of its founders and states- 
men had been trampled upon, and name 
candidates for whom Democrats could 
vote with pride and satisfaction, 

There will be a National Convention, a 
National Committee to take charge of 
the campaign, and a widespread organ- 
ization, and if sound policy and National 
well-heing are the end and aim of party 
organization, and not the mere machin- 
ery of management, then it will have 
a higher stamp of regularity than the 
combination of Populists and renegades 
who adopted the Chicago platform and 
ticket. While this view gives the move-

“This is a timely message from a states- 
man of Mr. Auuison’s prominence. It is just 
the kind of message to head off the mis- 
representagion ‘of the Republican position 
by those, mostly, but not all, Democrats 
and Populists, who assume, if they do not 
insist, that the Republican Party is now 
pledged to the single gold standard.” 

While these remarks may not, as we 
have said, indicate fairly Mr. McKinuipy's 
opinions and policy, and while he ought 
not to be held responsible for them, they 
doe tend to repel honest-money Democrats 
in Illinois and the important States near

THE RAPID-TRANSIT SITUATION, 


The Rapid Transit Commission has 
directed its chief engineer to prepare 
and submit a general plan for rapid- 
transit roads by the Elm Street route in 
conformity with certain conditions, These 
are substantially a limitation of cost to 
$30,000,000, a four-track underground 
road from the City Hall Park, near the 
Post Office, by .way of Park Row, Elm 
Street, and Fourth ‘Avenue, to Forty- 
second Street; a two-track extension 
thence up the east side to and across 
the Harlem River, under ground as far 
as Ninety-eighth Street, and a west side 
branch through Forty-second Street, 
Broadway, and the Boulevard to a point 
above One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street, under ground, except in crossing 
the valley at Manhattanville. The plan 
is to be so devised that a third track for 
express trains may be added on the two 
up-town lines,’ *‘ when conveniently and 
economically possible,” and that the 
whole system’ may ultimately have four 
tracks and be extended at both ends, 

This contemplates the “trunk” of a 
system, and is somewhat open to Mr. 
Svantn’s objection that it is a ‘ make- 
shift’ and a “ compromise with the oppo- 
sition.” But Mr. Stari puts his oppo- 
sition in a rather extreme way. We do 
not understand that the Elm Street route 
has been *“ condemned time and again as 
worthless for such a purpose,” though it 
has been regarded as inferior to Broad- 
way. We do not see that the lower part 
of the city is “ignored,” or the shopping 
district. as described by Mr. STARIN, 
along one side of which this route would 
run; nor do we know of any engineering 
authority for the statement that sub- 
stantially the whole length of Elm Street 
is “subject to tidewater construction.” 

Mr. Stanin shows considerable warmth 
because he igs in fayor of sticking to 
Broadway, and believes that, upon the 
_plans of the former commission, the city 
has aaquired a franchise there under 
which the present commission can pro- 
ceed and fight down all opposition, with 
as much chance of final success as any- 
where else. We are inclined to sympa- 
thize with Mr. Stagin’s general view of 
planning o grand and comprehensive 
scheme upon the best possible routes, of

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DRIFTING AWAY FROM BRYAN, 

The revolt against Bryan and the Chi- 
cago platform is visibly extending, Let 
any competent judge of political affairs 
eonsider the drift of the campaign as it 
is reported in the newspapers from day 
today. Let him weigh the incidents and 
events that favor Bryan and those (hat 
make against him. Unquestionably he 
must come to the conclusion that at the 
present moment, even, the Chicago ticket 
is doomed, while the tide of opposition to 
it is rising higher and higher all the time. 

The Populist tangle is apparently hope- 
less. The indorsement which Chairman 
Jones and the other authorized repre- 
sentatives of. Mr. BRYAN so eagerly sought 
at St. Louis has done him far more harm 
than good. In seeking that alliance he 
forfeited the support of many Democrats 
who would have. reluctantly voted for 
him as the “regular” candidate, while 
he has apparently failed to secure the 
favor of the Middle of the Road men. 
Watson has deciared his “fealty” to 
Bryan, but he is wilder than ever, and 
he really seems fairly to represent the 
spirit and temper of his kind. It is a 
spirit and temper that inyite the co-op- 
eration of genuine Democrats as arson 
and housebreaking invite the participa- 
tion of good men. 

Thousands of Democrats, the ablest, the 
most trusted, and the most influential 
Democrats in the country, have absolute- 
ly bolted the Bryan ticket. There is no 
corresponding diminution of the Re- 
publican forces—nothing like it, In the 
Eastern States a free-silver Republican 
is almost unheard of. It is only in the 
mining-camp States that free silver at- 
i tracts Republican support. But for three 
years the Republicans have been in over- 
whelming majority, with the current all 
the time setting their way.

Justice Clement Decides He Is Em-

Justice Clement, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday decided that Mayor 
Wurster was not in cantempt of court for 
failing to grant the application of the Surf 
Athletic Olub of Coney Island for @ the- 
atrical ligense.

& passage little short of a record breaker, 
and the Hamburg-Ameriean Line steamship 
Augusta’ Victoria, from Hamburg via 
Southampton, beat her éwn record between 
Southampton and New-York. 

Capt. Walker of the Cunard boat said 
that, had it. not been for fog, which led 
him to slow down for several hours. to« 
ward the end of the voyage, he would have 
beaten the Lucania’s record of 5 days 7 
hours 28 minutes, The time of the Cam~ 
pania’s passage. was & days 9 hours #83 
minutes. Her speed for five nautical days 
averaged 534 knots+better than any five 
days" record ever made. 

The Augusta Victoria’s time from South- 
ampton was @ days 18 hours 17 minutes~ 
over an hour better than she had ever 
done before, 

It was the St. Louis’s fortune, however, 
despite mishaps or fog, to break a record, 
The St. Louis passed the Needles Light, off 
Southampton Harbor, fram which peint 
the records are figured, at 2:02 P. M. oR 
Saturday last, She had just come out of 
the dry ‘dock at: Southampton, and Chief 
Mngineer John Walls had told Chie! Engi+ 
neer Carnegie of the St. Paul, which had 
arrived and was about going into dry dock, 
that he was going to take his laurela away 
from him. 

The St. Paul made a record- breaking trip, 
when on June 6 she arrived here 6 days 
5 hours 32 minutes eut from Southampton. 
Carnegie chuckled, though time and 
his ship might prove a thing or two.

Maay Christians Murdered by Turks 
at Heraklion, 

ATHENS, Aug. 7.—-Notwithstanding the 
Silence of some hewspaper correspondents 
regarding the true situation at Heraklion, 
(Candia,) the principal ‘city of the Island o? 
Crete, private telegrams received here are 
to the effect that anarchy practically reigns 
there. 

The Turks are committing many excesseg 
against the Christians, not even hesitating 
at murder. Severai Christians have been 
killed and a number wounded. The report 
that the Russian Vice Consul.hes peen 
maltreated is reiterated, and it is added 
that a Greek named Sarras has also been 
fas sulted and roughiy handled.

FACTORY INSPECTORS ARRAIGNED. 


Bakers Say They Do Not Bntorce the 
Law for Clean Bakeries, 


Branch 165 of the International Bakers 
and Confectioners’ Union, which has over 
400 members in this city, held a mass meet- 
ing last night at Walhalla Hall, in Orchard 
Street, to condemn the manner in which 
they are being treated by the State Factory 
inspectors. 

The meeting was presided over by Joseph 
Fisher, who explained the complaint of the 
bakers 

He said that the men in the union were 
tired of the manner in which they are being 
treated by their employers in being com- 
pelied to work in shops that were being econ- 
Cucted in deflance of the rules of the Factory 
Inspectors, The latter, hé said, had not paid 
any attention to them, and they were com, 
pelled to call this meeting and openly pro- 
claim the facts of the matter. 

* The bakers of this city,” he suid, ‘are 
compelled to work in shops thet are much 
smailer than the law requires, which is, that 
the ceiling shall be at least 8 feet fror 
the floor. They are also compelled to work 
from sixteen to eighteen hours a day in- 
stead of ten, according i, the Jaw, which 
went into effect on July 1 

Mr. Fisher further went on to say that the 
law also distinctly reads that no 
but a cat shall be allowed in a shop, and in 
many cases at the present time the owners 
of the bakeries allow dogs and other ani- 
mals te remain in the bakeshops. The men 
are also, on aceount of the smail salary 
they receive, compelled to sleep in the same 
places where the baking is done, 

‘“This is distinetly against the Jaw,”’ said 
Mr. Fisher, ‘‘and is a matter that the 
Board of Health should look after

76° at 8 o'clock yesterday, morning, while 
the humidity was 8T per cent. 

Both heat and hura{dity then seemed to 
go into partnership to torture humanity. 
The mereury had climbed up to 8j° at 9 
o’olock, and in another hour it had risen to 
84°, while the proportion of humidity had 
reached 98 por cent, 
the sun beat down through an unclouded 


sky, heating up the payements and side-- 


walks until the sfreets became as hot and 

oppressive as 60 many Russian baths, Very 

many men upon the streéts appeared with- 
out any waistcoats, and many walked 
elong with their coats on their arms, 

The atmosphere gradually hecame some- 
what hazy in the afternoon, altho ugh there 
were hardly any indications of coming re- 
lief in the sky. A few light streaks of 
clgud appeared about,3 o'clock PR. M., and 
they gradually increased until about 4:20 
o'clock, when the grateful rain fell—light 
up town and beavily Gown town. The fain 
continued for about half an hour, and was 
followed in the evening by occasional 
showers and some lightning and thunder. 

The thermometer registered 85° at 2:45 
o'clock, but after the rain it dropped to 
72. Then it rose again to 86° at 6 o'clock. 
It fell to 81° at 7 o'clock, and to 76° at 8:30, 
The total amount of the rainfall was 0.62 
inches.

schooners, and Mr. Francis’s cutter Queen 
Mab the five-hundred-dollar cup for single- 
masted vessels, given by Ogden Goelet. 

The races were well worth witnessing, in 
spite of the fact that the number of start- 
ers was much smaller than it has been 
for several years. It was a perfect day for 
a race. <A steady southwesterly breeze 
sent the yachts over the course. It was a 
nice whole sail breeze and its force can be 
judgeé by the fact that the Colon’a ran 
the eighteen miles on the second leg in 1 
hour 65 minutes, and made the six miles 
reach on the last leg in 40 minutes 80 sec- 
onds. 

The Colonia sailed a splendid race from 
start to finish. She had to allow lots of 
time, but started out well and hed the race 
Woniat the end of the windward work. Six 
schooners and three single-stickers started, 
and the owners, racing lengths, and time 
allowances are as follows:

With the leaders yell up to Point Judith 
at noon, a bank of light fog swept out of 
the Sound, and thre seemed to be less 
wind than before it shut In.

The chanze was favorable to Queen 
Mab also, and she was steadily, even if 
slowly, improvi Hd her advantage over 
Wasp, which saily missed a club  topsail. 
Carmita. was hepelessly behind. Amorita 
was doing well and was within her allow- 
ance on Emerald, though not on Colonfa. 

The three schconers in the private match 
were considerably astern of Amorita, but 
were having a lively fight among them- 
selves. HElsemarie was leading as the 
boats on port tack headed to the wést- 
ward, ast the Point Judith whistling 
buoy. roquois was less than an eighth 
of a@ mile away on her lee quarter, and 
Marguerite was*ehead of Elsemarie nearly 
& quarter of a mile to leeward. It was 
Elsemarie’s race, but she was naving to do 
her best to ho'd her lead. After passin 
the whistling buoy all the schooners heli 
ip, Sap port tack to the westward, hut 
the asp and Queen Mab held starboard 
tack to the southward, and did not tack 
to port until 12:35.

Colonia tacked to starboard at 12:45, Hm- 
erald's holding of her was not so apparent 
as half an hour before, and ‘ Charley”

Queen Mab had to make a sho 
reach the mark, and rounded at te aes 
ing sheets and setting spinnaker in about 
the same time as Colonia. Emerald, coming 
up on the starboard tack, had also to ke 
a short port Bitch td fetch the flag. Wasp 
just crossed her bow, and then tacked to 
port herseif. A minute later Emerald start- 
ed to tack to starboard. This would have 
forced Wasp to tack short of the mark. 
‘Wasp had the right of way, and her skipper 
insisted on holding it, as he was perfectly 
ustified in doing. The boats came perilous- 
y close to each other, with Emerald luffing 
into the wind and Wasp holding her course. 
Just in time to avoid a collision, Emerald 
gave way. 

A few seconds later Wasp tacked for the 
mark and fetched it, rounding it at 1:58:10. 
Emerald tacked at about the same time 
and rounded at 1:58:37. Both set spin- 
nakers promptly, and the Wasp sent up 
her club topsail.. Amorita had os com- 
ing very fast all this time, and after a 
short tack for the mark, bore away aro ind 
it at 1:55:05, Carmita was away astern, 
and the schooners in the private match 
Were also many minutes from the turn, 
Elsemaris still leading. 

Amorita had trouble in setting her spin- 
naker, but the big sail was finally got to 
crawiug properly, and the yacht was off 
after the leaders, with a fair chance of 
holding her own.

Col- 
onia increased her lead and Wasp ran 
about as well as Queen Mab. Emeraid 
dropped Amorita, but Colonia jibed around 
the mark at 3:34:52, and was off for the 
last five of the thirty-eight miles like a 
racehorse, Emerald jibed and rounded the 
mark at 3:48:25.

The striking trousers makers established 
their headquarters at 226 Stanton Street 
and held a mass*meeting. They demand 
the following whges: For first-class op- 
erators, 15 cents. per piece; for second-clasg 
operators, & cents, and for third-clasg 
hands, 5% cents. For first-class pressers, 
8 cents per piece; for second-class, 
— and for third-class, 2 cents per 
piece, 

Several contractors called yesterday at 
the headquarters of the strikers, but were 
told that agreements would not be signed 
before Monday. : 

The Executive Board of the Brotherhood 
of Tailors decided at a secret meeting last 
night, at 150 Delancey Street, to give the 
Contractors’ Association what they belleve 
will be a final blow by granting the privi- 
lege of opening co-operative shops to all the 
strikers who can do so, 

This action was caused by a number of 
large manufacturing clothiers in this city 
requesting the brotherhcod to allow the 
members of that union to go to work for 
them directly, without waiting for contract- 
ors to settle their differences with the 
brotherhood. 

The Executive Board consented on condgi- 
tion that the manufacturers furnish the 
same security for wages that is required 
from the contractors. This they have de- 
cided to do, and the first shop is to open 
Sunday, at 19 East Fourth Street, and will 
employ thirty machines and about sixty 
hands. Others will open in a few days. 

It was reported to the striking vestmak- 
ers last night by the Strike Committee that 
twelve out of the fifty contractors had 
signed the agreement with the union up to 
last night, and 150 strikers will return to 
work to-morrow. 


ZIPPER WANTS HIS REWARD, 


We Caught the Dangerous Pen-antk 
Ink Counterfeiter Ninger. 


Paul Zipper, the clever young amateut 
detective who caused the arrest of Ninger, 
the celebrated German counterfeiter, now 
in State Prison, is having a somewhat 
troublesome experience in securing. the 
reward offered by the Governmeht in cases 
where such arrests are made by others 
than the regular Secret Service officials. 

It will be remembered that Ninger ens 
tered the saloon of Louis Duesing, at 8&7 
Cortlandt Street, to have a fifty-dollar note 
broken. Young Paul Zipper, the cashier at 
Duesing’s, gave Ninger the change he 
asked for. 

Ninger had not been five minutes out of 
the store when Zipper noticed that some 
of the thread linen in the fifty-dollar bili 
was not perfect. He tried to pick one of 


the threads in the bill, and then discevered 


that the mark was only an imitation. 

Zipper hastened to Cortlandt Street 
Ferry and could not see his man there, but, 
turning toward Washington Street from 
the west, Zipper caught sight of him at the 
corner of Cortlandt and Washington 
Streets and had the old German placed in 
the hands of a policeman. 

Ninger subsequently was tried and con- 
vieted on his own confession that he had 
made counterfeit bilis with his pen and ink 


had passed them in this city for years. 
After thé conviction Zipper sent a de- 
tailed report of his work in causing Nin-« 
ger’s arrest, with an application for a 
reward, to Secretary Carlisle. Zipper re-. 
ceived an answer from the Secretary come 
limenting him on his action and teiling 

im that the application for a reward had 
been sent to Chief Hazen of the Secret 
Service Department. 

Shortly after this Zipper was informed by 
Chief Hazen that his case had been re- 
ferred for proper settiement to the New- 
York branch, where a certificate of identi- 
fication would be required, 

Acting upon this, Zipper then. went te 
Chief bagg, head of the Secret Service Bu- 
reau, in the Post O¢ice Building, this city. 
Zipper’ says that he was treated with the 
greatest discourtesy at the office, Final- 
ly -he succeeded in seeing Chief Bagg, who 
said that he would have to get a detailed 
report of the case from Washington, Thig 
Zipper procured and presented, whereupon 
he was informed that a certificate of iden- 
tification would be necessary.

per once more went to Chief Bagge. Zipper 
was then turned over to Assistant In. 
man, which resulted in a further delay, and 
he is now about to apply for a mandamus 
on the Secret Service officials in this city 
to compel them to make a settlement of the 
tase.

BED OF NATURAL CONCRETE FOUND, 


Geological Phenomenon that Inter- 


feres with an Excavation. 


NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 7.-Saverla Rizzolo, 
a contractor who is making excavations for 
& sewer In Chester Avenue, notified the 
Board of Works to-day that his men bad 
struck @& very hard substance about four 
feet below the surface. 

City Surveyor Adams made an investiga- 
tion and found it to bea layer. composed of 
sandstone pebbles, bound firmly by a sort 
of erystallized silicate, four feet thick, 'The 
whole mass had the appearance of being 
a concrete bed that had been laid and cov- 
ered with another four feet of earth after 
it had become firm. 

The theory is advanced that the gravel, 
much of which has been found in the cut, 
was wasfied there in the glacial period. 
How the stratum of.concrete was 
though is a mystery. Its presence we 
creases the cost of the work considerably.

Justice Smyth Considering a Request 
for an Injunction, 


Justice Smyth heard arguments yester- 
day in Speciai, Term, Part IL, of the Su- 
preme Court, on an application to continue 
a preliminary injunction granted on 
Wednesday by Justice Stover, restraining 
the Omaha Water Works Company from 
earrying out a plan of reorganization of 
the American Water Works Company. 

The injunction was granted on the appll- 
cation of ‘the United Water Works Company, 
the H. Venner Company, and others. 
The American Water Works Company has 
been supplying water to South Omaha and 
Fiorence, Neb. The franchises and plant 
of the American Water Works Company, 
which supplies South Omaha and Florence 
with water, are worth, it is said, about 
$10,000,000. They, were formerly covered 
by a mortgage made by the American 
Water, Works Company, a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of the State of ll- 
linois. The American Water Works Com- 
pany gave the mortgage to secure $3,600,- 
000 of bonds. A default was made in the 
payment of interest, foreclosure proceed- 
ings were instituted in October, 1898, and 
receivers were appointed. 

After the execution of the mortgage the 
American Water Works Company conveyed 
the title to the property to another com- 
pany’ of the same mame organized under 
the laws of New-Jersey. 

The defendant company alleges that the 
controlling interest in both. of these corpo- 
rations was owned by Clarence H. Venner, 
and that when the foreclosure suit was 
brought, in Omaha, it ts @aimed, answers 
were-interposed by both companies attack- 
ing the validity.of the bonds and the reor- 
ganization ‘schemes. Venner opposed the 
foreclosure and was defeated in the lower 
court in Nebraska, and the case was taken 
to the United States court in Nebraska and 
Venner was again defeated. 

An, application: was then made by the de- 
fendants in the suit to the Supreme Court 
of the United States for a writ of certio- 
rari, but the writ was denied, The prop- 
erty was then advertised for sale in the 
foreclosure proceeding, but before the saie 
could be made the City of Omaha began 
an action to prevent the sale on the ground 
ihat the franchises given the Armerican 
Water Works Company could not be con- 
trolled by mortgage and that courts 
should not permit them to be sold. A pre- 
liminary injunction restraining the sale 
was denied, and the property was sold and 
bought in by the larmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company for the benetit of holders of 
bonds, the bonds having been deposited 
with the reorganization committee. 

Subsequently a_desd was given, it is 
claimed, by the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company conveying the property to. the 
Omaha Water Works Company, a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of the State 
of Maine, The suit :n whicea Justice Smyth 
heard arguments yesterday was then insti- 
tuted. 

Counsel for the plaintiffs said that. unlees 
the injunction was granted, bondho!luescs 
would be required to pny $369,00u of ilegal 
assessments. David McClure, representing 
the Committee of Reorganization, said that 
$3,569,000 out of $3,600,000 of ponds had 
been deposited with the committee. The 
bondholders were thoroughly satisfied, and 
would be rejoiced if the motion to continue 
the injunction was eranted. 

Decision was reserved.

NO LICENSE AS AN AUCTIONEER. 


Bat Little Claimed a Right to Sell as 
a War Veteran, 


Word reached the Mayor's office yesterday 
that an auction sale of bicycles was going 
on at 558 Broadway contrary to law, the 
auctioneer .hhaving no permit, 

A special policeman was detailed to the 
case, and he found that Richard Little, a 
Buffalo man, was conducting the sale for 
the Warman Schub Cycle Company. 

Little was taken before the Mayor, and 
when questioned he admitted that he was 
about'to begin the auction. He said he had 
no license as a regular auctioneer, but 
claimed tho right to conduct the sale under 
the provisions of the law entitling veterans 
of the war to hawk, peddle, or vend with- 
out a license. 

Little said he was a veteran of the Thir- 
ty-second Massachusetts Regiment, and 
that he had conducted similar’sales at Buf- 
falo and Syracuse without molestation. 

Littie was told that the law referred to 
applied merely to veterans who sought to 
hawk or peddie wares for their own sup- 
port and for themselves personally. 

The difference of the veteran peddling for 
himself and- auctioning for a hy was 
shown him, as was also the distinction that 
the peddling contemplated in the law did 
not take in auctioning off goods, as he had 
been contemplating. 

Little argued that the words “ vend” and 
“vendue’’ were analagous, and that an 
auction was a form of vendue. The Cor- 
poration Counsel was then.asked for an 
opinion, and until that ig rendered the auc- 
tion will not go on.

Trust Company Has Entire Conf- 
dence in the Money of the Coun- 
try—R. R, Shropshire’s Views... 


There has been considerable talk of late 
to the effect that the large investment com- 
panies haye been considering. the advise 
ability of insisting upon a “ gold clause” 
in their New-York City mortgages, but such 
@ movement fs generally deprecated by the 
large money-lending corporations, i," 

There are some money-lending companies 
that insist upon the payment of their mort- 
Rages in gold, but the officials of the tma- 
jority of such concerns are of the opinion 
that the currency of the country is good 
enough for the settlement of their claims, 
and they advance strong reasons for that 
belief. ' 

Officers of several leading institutions 
‘were seen by a reporter for Tac New- 
YORK TIMmSs yesterday, and they all spoke 
against the insertion of the ‘‘ gold clause” 
in mortgages, Dr. Walter R. Gillette, gen- 
eral manager of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, said: 

“All this sort of talk tends to depreciate 
values and destroy confidence. In my opin- 
fon the demanding of a gold clause in mort- 
gages Is a direct blow at the public credit. 
Our company does not demand the payment 
of securities in gold, and has not even 
taken up the consideration of that subject. 
Our company is, in effect, a National insti- 
tution. We firmly believe now, as we did 
In the time of war, in maintaining the pub- 


lic credit. Unless the financial conditions |. 


change and it becomes necessary to do s0, 
‘we Shall not insist upon the gold clause. 

- “It is unfortunate that there is so much 
of this talk now. I do not think it repre- 


sents popular sentiment, and I do not think 
the country, as a whole, is frightened. It 
is almost. incredible that'a nation of this 
Size should do anything that would be in 
the nature of repudiating its honest debts, 
I-eannot see where there is cause for so 
much alarm at this time.’’ 

Louis VY, melget Secretary of the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company, said: 

“* About all'I can say is that we do not 
ddémand the gold clause. We have entire 
confidence in the money of the country, and 
we are perfectly willing to loan our money 
on mortgages payable in the currency of 
the United States. Some of our clients have 
asked for the: gold clause, but, as a rule, we 
have been able to convince them that it 
"Was unnecessary. A few, however, still hold 
out for the gold. We find that the clause 
interferes with negotiations. It is often a 
hard matter to ‘sell proc Which is sub- 
ject to a mortgage payable in gold. 

“In my opinion, the main cause for all 
this agitation is that too many people an- 
ticipate the election of Bryan. They,do not 
seem to think it is necessary to wait until 
the ballots are cast and counted. On the 
contrary, they imagine that Bryan is as 
good as elected, and that the country has 
mone to the dogs. Other companies may 
ay racy the ‘gold clause,’ but we @on’t 

© it."’ 

* R. R. Shropshire, a mortgage broker at 
44 Wall Street, said: 

“There is not the slightest cause for 
apprehension on the.part of real estate 
investors. I now have under search more 
than $250,000 in loans for the United States 
Trust Company, New-York Life and Trust 
Company, Manhattan Savings Bank, and 
Hammersley estate-—al) representative in- 
stitutions—and not one of them has asked 
for the gold elayse. 

“The large lenders have faith in the 
wisdom and integrity of the. people to 
crush out the lunacy of free silver. A few 
weak-kneed individuals, who haven't con- 
fidence in their own judgment, occasionally 
ask for the gold clause, but the tithe com- 
panies and brokers are doting’ what they 
can to dissuade them. I betieve such a de- 
mand is prejudicial both to borrower and 
lender. m 

“ Real estate brokers tell me it is diffi- 
evlt to sell property incumbered with a 
gold mortgage, and the resale of property 
is what increases values. I placed a loan in 
May last of $50,000 at 4% per cent. on 150 
Bleecker Street, property of Leopold R. 
Treu. A gold clause was inserted in the 
papers, which were signed by the owner 
without properly reading them, and he sub- 
sequently’ sold the property subject to a 
currency mortgage. On the day of closing 
the purchaser refused’ to take title. As 
there was evidently a misunderstanding 
about the matter, my client agreed to 
satisfy his mortgage, and L immediately 
replaced it for a similar amount, payable 
in lawful money of the Untted States. The 
purchaser then thought better of the mat- 
ter, and for a slight concession took title 
to the property. 

“There is not the slightest reason for any 
one to be alarmed. There is sufficient 
money to take all good mortgages at a 
proper rate of interest, without the gold 
clause, and I think there will be for all 
time to come.”

The 
witness having said that he came Ma un- 
willingly to testify in the trial of Super- 
iniendent Smith, the President of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners made an explanation 
as follows: 

“I wish it understood that the witness 
came on from Boston at my special invita- 
tion. It was necessary for me to write sev- 
eral letters, before I could get him here. 
He wrote that his immediate superior in 
office was absent from Boston and that he 
could not weil leave, as the duties of his 
position were. very important to the welfare 
of Boston. Finally 1 wrote to the Mayor of 
Boston and made use of my influence with 
other citizens to have the witness sent here 
to testify. I felt that we needed such expert 
testimony from an expert who was qualified 
from his experience to give us useful in- 
fermation,” 3 

The President intimated further that if 
the witness did not wish to divulge certain 
affairs connected with the management of 
the Boston telegraphic apparatus, that he 
must be protected in the matter and treated 
as an honored guest in New-York. 

Mr. Brophy was requested to read several 
paragraphs from a large volume of reports 
of the United States Patent Office, compris- 
ing a description of patents on fire-alarm 
apparatus granted to members of the Ches- 
ter family. One of the paragraphs, told of 
a defect in an old style of Chester appara- 
tus which was remedied by a later improve- 
ment. The second patent was granted on 
the tmprovement. The improvement in 
question was to do away with the danger of 
mistakes when more than one alarm was 
sent out. Fhe old style of fire-alarm boxes 
were in many instances retained in use after 
the new ones were put upon the market. 
The witness said that the paragraphs in 
the Patent Office book described boxes that 
he had seen in his experience. 

Among the large cities in which the wit- 
ness had examined. fire-alarm apparatus 
were Buffalo, Chicago, Detroit, and Cincin- 
nati. He felt, he said, fully justified in de- 
claring that in many respects New-York 

yas behind her sister cities in the efficiency 
of her tre-alarm apparatus. On cross-ex- 
amination, the witness said that he was 
testifying from memory, and that he could 
go more into detal!l if he had at hand cer- 
tain memoranda which he had on file in 


Boston, 

The President of the board said that 
counsel for Superintendent Smith had ‘ex- 
pressed disapproval because the Corporation 
Counsel had not been called upon to assist 
or to sanction the prosecution. He thought 
it remarkable that the defense should de- 
sire an additional lawyer for the prosecu- 
tion. The President intimated further that 

defense could not hinder the trial by 
leging informality at this late day. In 

: opinion of the President, the Fire De- 
partment lawyers were fully able to con- 
duct their side of the case. 

There was some lively sparring between 
the counsel for the board and Superintendent 
Smith’s lawyers, as to how far the witness 
could be questioned and the line of testi- 
mony to be elicited; but ali concerned finally 
agreed that no important facts should be 
concealed. The trial will be resumed again 
at 10:30 o'clock next Monday morning.

It has been intimated that Ad- 
jie was arrested because the policeman saw 
in her a possible rival for popular applause, 
but Vachris told Judge J. Lott Nostrand 
and a jury headed by Mr. Katen, in the 
Coney Island Court, yesterday, that Adjle 
went beyond the bounds of propriety.

POSED FOOTPAD SHOT 


MESSENGER REFUSED TO OBEY PO- 
LICEMAN’S COMMAND TO HALT. 





Thought ta Have Beer One of a Party 
of Three Highwaymen Who Had 
Assaulted Thomas Kenney on the 
Lonely Sheepshead Bay Bridge— 
Policeman Haines Shot During the 
Chase, but Only Slightly Wound- 
ed--Messenger May Recover. 


Thomas Kenney was .asgaulted. while 


crossing the lonely bridge leading from the 
station of the Brighton Ratiroad to the 
Sheepshead Bay track about 11 o'clock 
Thursday night. He reported to the police at 


Sheepshead Bay station that he was going 
home with a pail of beer when three col- 
ored men met him on the bridge, took the 
beer away from him, and struck him over 
the head with a club. His head was se- 
verely cut and bleeding, and the police sent 
for a physician to dress his wounds. 

The bridge where Kenney was assaulted 
has long been regarded by all the residents 
of that section as a dangerous place at 
night, It is surrounded by a heavy thicket, 
with no residences near, and is an ideal 
place for the work of footpads. Robberies 
have occurred there frequently, and no one 
thinks of going 'that way. unless armed. 
Acting Captain,.Alexander J. Lees detailed 
Roundsman Coneys and Policemen James 
McGrath and Joseph Haines, in. citizens’ 
clothes, to search for the robbers. 

The policemen started down Ocean Ave- 
nue toyard the bridge, and when near 
Thomas “aggerty’s saloon, saw two men 
standin, _n front of the first entrance gate 
of the Sheepshead Bay track, acting sus- 
piciously. As they approached the- men. 
the latter began to move away, and the 
policemen .called to them to halt. Instead 
of stopping, one of the men, -who- proved 
to be Thomas Cook, colored, fired a revolver 
twice and then ran. Haines, who was in 
the lead, called out to his companions that 
he was shot. 

McGrath ran for the other man, who was 
found to be Frank Messenger, and caught 


him by the arm. Messenger broke away, 
however, and ran through the gate into 
the track grounds, with MecGraht follow- 
ing. . McGrath cried out three times. to 
the fugitive to halt, but he kept on run- 
ning. McGrath then shot .at him: three 
times, but Messenger continued to run, un- 
til he reached August Beimont’s stable, 
where he worked. He laid down on a cot 
in one of the sheds, where the policemen 
soon found him, suffering from bullet 
wounds in the thigh and left breast. J 

The patrol wagon was called and the 
wounded men were taken to the station. 
Dr. Poole, who aitended Messenger, said 
he was fatally injured, but Haines had 
sustained only a slight flesh wound, the 
bullet having just grazed his abdomen. 
Messenger told who his companion was_be- 
fore being taken to the Kings County Hos- 
pital. . 

Acting Captain Lees, 
found Cook at his home. He submitted to 
arrest quietly and admitted having shot 
Haines. He surrendered his revolver, which 
contained two empty shells and three car- 
tridges. Cook hhad been working at Pul- 
sifer’s stables and.said that he thought 
the ‘three. men who called to him were 
robbers instead of: policemen, and he fired 
at them. He had heard that a man was 
assaulted earlier in the evening, and did- 
not propose to have it happen to him. He 
denied assaulting Kenney and.seemed sorry 
to think he had. shot a policeman. He 
was taken to Coney Island Police Comrt 
and held -:for examination. 

At the Kings County Hospital yesterday 
afternoon the surgeons performed an op- 
eration on Messenger, and found that his 
wounds were not as serious as it' was first 
thought. They were unable to find any 
pullets, and said they thought Messenger 
would recover. 

Messenger made the following statement 
to Acting Captain Lees at the hospital: 
“Some time between 1 and 2 o'clock this 
morning I was coming across Sheepshgad 
Bay Bridge from Fifteenth Street to Ocean 
Avenue, in company with Thomas Cook, 
whom 1 met at Thirteenth Street and Ave- 
nue X. When we reached Ocean Avenue 
a man stepped up in citizen's clothes and 
told us to hait. Cook jumped back four 
or five feet, drew his pistol from his hip 
pocket, and fired two or three times, 1 
don’t know which. Cook ran back toward 
Fifteenth Street and I ran for the race 
track. 

“An officer. grabbed me by the arm, but 
I broke away from him. He followed and 
told me to halt, but I kept on running and 
heard three shots fired. I felt a sting in 
my «ide, and on arriving at the stables 
found I was shot.” { 

At. August Belmont’s stables, Foreman 
Murphy said yesterday afternoon that Mes- 
senger had been employed there for a year, 
and, so far as he knew, was a quietly dis- 
posed fellow. Some of the other attendants 
at the stable told a reporter for Tits N»Ew- 
York Times that Messenger had, attended 
a garden party that evening, and on his 
way home had heard of the assault upon 
Kenney at the bridge and feared to go any 
further alone. He met Cook and asked 
him to go around the other way and was 
shot by the police. This seems hardly 
probable, however, as both Cook and Mes- 
senger were fourd near where Kenney was 
assaulted, 

Thomas Haggerty discovered yesterday 
that one of the bullets struck a post in his 
front veranda, and two more had hit the 
tall fence surrounding the race track, 
across the street. He said that he had 
closed his place at 10:30 o'clock that night 
and was in bed when the shots were fired, 
and knew nothing about the affair.

VAIN SEARCH FOR AN EDUCATION, 


David Mullen’s Slow Journey from 
Peapack, N, J., and His Return. 


David Mullen, thirteen years old, came 
to this city Tuesday from a back county in 
New-Jersey to seek his fortune, and yester- 
day he returned to his home without the 
desired wealth. 

He left his country home on July 22, and 
he worked his way on canalboats part of 
the way to the city and walked the re- 
mainder of the distance, His return jour- 
ney back by rail was quickly made, 

The pluck and business ability the boy 
showed in getting here will probably lead 
to his coming to the city somé day to stay. 
He was started:on his adventure by the 
story which\a tramp poured into his ears 
that the Gerry soclety made a practice of 
educating all the orphans that came along 
and gave them a trade. 

David has no father, and his mother has 
to work hard. He was put ‘to work in his 
eleventh year on a. farm at Dover, N. J. 
His home was at Peapack, Somerset Coun~ 
ty, N. J., but poverty had caused the fam- 
ily to be separated. He milked cows, hoed 
potatoes, and fed the pigs for two years, in 
whieh period he succeeded by strict econo- 
my in saving 15 cents. But he made no 
progress in an educational way. ~ Finally 
he decided that some schooling and a trade 
that would enable him to earn money faster 
than he had been doing were necessary, 
and, like most country boys, he looked to- 
ward New-York as the place where every- 
thing desirable might be had. a 

When the tramp told him that the Gerry 
society would make provision for such 
wants as his, David concluded that his op- 
portunity had come. The tramp said that 
he would find an agent of the sociery at the 
railway station in Trenton, N. J., whose 
business was to’ look for boys to be edu- 
cated and instructed in trades. So to Tren- 
ton: David went on foot, and there he 
watched every train in his search for the 
Gerry agent At last the Trenton police 
gave him notice to leave the town, and he 
went by way of the Delaware Canal. He 
made friends with a canalboat Captain and 
got free transportation and meals in return 
for such aid as he could give in the man- 
agement of the boat. , 

The first place at which he landed was 
Morristown, and there he entered upon his 
first commercial venture. The 15 cents 
which he had saved in two years of toll 
he invested in afternoon papers, and he 
was successful in turning his capital over 
several times until he had $3.45, He says 
he made much more, but was defrauded out 
of $2.84. But the gains from dealing in 
newspapers at Morristown did not at all 
fill his requirements. He wanted not the 
profits of 4 news merchant in Morristown, 
but an education in New-York City. So he 
resumed his travels, with the $8.45 in his 
pocket and took to the road, walking to 
save his capital.. He got to Little Falls 
without misadventure, but there his Spar- 
tan economies brought him loss. He slept 
on a bench in a square to save the ex- 
penses of 2 lodging and was robbed of his 
$3.45, Then he returned to the canal and 
took a kindly appearing old ‘woman on the 
canalboat Morris Cornell into his confi- 
dence, She rewarded him by giving him 
passage to Jersey City. } 

A good-natured ferry gateman passed him 
across the Hudson River, and he so inter- 
ested the first policeman he saw in this city 
with a recital of his adventures ana his 
ambitions that the keeper of the peace 
bought him a meal and gave him a nickel 
for carfare. Y

Dun's Review will say to-morrow: 


The situation as to cotton is doubtless criticai 
for many producers. Extremely hot and dry 
Weather has done serious harm, but it must iu- 
deed be an extraordinary condition that reduces 
the yield 20 per cent. in August. Men of much 
knowledge and experience but a few days ago 
judged a yield of 10,000,000 bales probable, and 
if they were 1,000,000 bales too high, stil those 
who now predict only 7,000,000 bales. are likely 
to err Im the opposite direction, With large 
acreage it is always safe to remember that onby 
a@ part of the crop is ever affected by misfort- 
unes between Aug. 1 and frost. The price rope 
aimost beyond proces ent, - on Wednesday 
alone, and the ularm will at least he of service 
to planters in giving them better prices, whether 
buyers realize profits or not. 

Labor is more disturbed than usual. The great 
strike of garment workers here has much ex- 
tended; the strike at Cleveland has broken out 
again "and involves several other branches of 
labor; the iron furnace men of the Shenango 
Valley resist a reduction to the wages of Mag, 
1895, though Mahoning Valley workera do not; 
the iron works throughout the country are striv- 
ing to cut down cost in order to keep in opera- 
tion; the iron mines of the Gogebic range are 
stopping; the suspension of cotton mills has be- 
come more general, and over four million spin- 
dies are said to be idle at Fali Fiver alone, and 
probably three-eighths or more of the entire 
producing capacity in the country; the rubber 
works have mostly stopped, and, notwithstand- 
ing the light-weight opening, a& number of 
woolen mills, Evidently the working force ane 
also wages have been reduced. 

The iren markets grow less demoralized in

nor shall the timber thereon be sold, removed, or 
destroyed. The Legislature may authorize the 
leasing for such term as it may by law fix, of a 
parcel of not more thet five acres of land in the 
forest preserve to any one person for camp and 
cottage purposes. The Legislature may also av-

The Rev. Martin J. Loftus Causes the 
Arreant of His Tormentor. 


The Rev. Martin J. Loftus, pastor of the 
Church of Our Lady of Angels, Fourth 
Avenue and Seventy-fourth Street, Brook- 
lyn, has been greatly annoyed for some 
time by letters he has received from a:man 
who signed himself George Busbee.

He 
had been sending the priest letters threat- 
ening his life, and the last one, dated July 
18, was as follows: 


Veritatus, Vindicendo, Vincinus, A. M. D,. G.— 
In the name of the Father and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost. Glory be to God on high, peace 
on eerth to men of good will, for I am his ser- 
vant. Dear Rev. Father—Goad's mercy is great; 
God’s merey’ is great: God's mercy is greater 
than all His works. But there ts a limit to His 
patiencé and it has reached the limit in your 
ease. There is no time to lose. I went to you 
three timea in succession for you to hear my 
confession. and you would not. After the third 
time 7 dared to epproach the holy communion 
with the terrible sin of impurity staining my 
soul. The fault was yours, not mine. I thought 
I was an angel, and of course thought myself 
worthy. But you know now I was not. e 
guilt of the terrible sacrilege {s on your soul, 
and you will have to forfeit your life in atone- 
ment for my sin, 

You called me a ecoundrel and so I was, but 
the fault was yours. 

I have heretofore appealed to your intellect to 
convince you, but it was useless. 

You persisted in acting as judge when I told 
you that the only time you are Suage is in the 
confessional, not before 

Pray to St. Mary Magdalen, whose feast occurs 
on the 22d, to intercede for you, that you may 
have, in some small degree at least, some of the 
sorrow which she showed for your sin. 

erey also to St, Joseph, the patron of a happy 
death. 

I would earnestly advise you to settle your 
worldly affairs and to communicate with the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop.
